Tbe Stan- 
ford orcbeatra gave a selection and then 
Mr. John Sam Owaley, Jr., in a few v* 
cboeen words extended a pleasant wel- 
come to the andience. A aolo by that 
charming vc>caliat, Miaa Mary Cowen, 
fallowed, which was pronounced by judg- 
es to be one of tbe fiueat efforts ever 
heard here. She was loudly encored 
and responded in another beautiful se- 
lection. Chairman A. J. Flarp thei in 
troduced Supreme Commander D. P 
Markey, who for an hour told of tbe 
bleaainga of beneffeiary societies in gen- 
eral and the Maccabeea in particular.
